Is Torrance going to lose its one big opportunity of 

establishing a beautiful civic center to save a few paltry 

dollars?
This is the well-founded apprehension which is being

voiced by many citizens who see in the construction of the

new city hall, auditorium and library buildings a chance

of building a civic center which will be pointed to with

, justifiable pride-by every resident for years to come.
Mayor Ludlow's_ opposition to the purchase of the pro- 

. posed library site on the El Prado parkway opposite the 

city hall because of the cost of this property constitutes 

a real threat to the entire civic center idea. And In addi­ 

tion, it is a direct affront to the. unanimous opinion of 

the community-wide Committee of Forty, appointed by the 

city council to recommend suitable lacations for the public 

buildings. ' . ,

Certainly the recommendation of the Committee of 

Forty, representing every important organization in the 

  «ity, has been most clear. The committee endorsed .the 

civic center idea in its original recommendation. At' the 

behest of Mayor .Ludlow, the committee met -again, At 

the time the committee was requested to review its 

recommendation, Mayor Ludlow stated that after the com­ 

mittee had an opportunity of comparing the prices of the 

various sites both within and outside of the proposed civic 

center, if it sti". wanted the buildings constructed within the 

restricted area, that he would be satisfied to have them 

built there. '
Well, Mr. Mayor, your committee lias met again. It 

has considered carefully the prices pf the various sites, and 

it still wants the buildings located at El Prado and Cravens. 

And the committee's action was unanimous. 

: While it is admitted that the-,cost of the two sites 

recommended by the Committee ,p.f. Forty, exceeds, the 

amount of funds set aside for the purchase of land by the 

city in its application for PWA funds, it should also be re­ 

membered that .there is still a differential of some $11,000 

of un-allocated funds between the estimated, cost. of the 

buildings and the amount of the .bond issue; It would 

seem wise to- use this money in order to put the buildings 

where they belong, and where the people by their commit­ 

tee representatives have so emphatically said they want 

them.
